I c on mu n lcated with Mr. Green by telephone and Informed him of the 
fact that I had been informed by Mr. Klig, Chief Deputy Marshal, Chicago, that 
he plans to reserve Eve lyir Frechette from Chicago to St. Paul, leaving Chicago 
at 6:00 P.M. today, via the Burlington Railroad, and that he plans to send only 
one Deputy Marshal and a won an guard with her. I also informed Mr. Green that 
in view of the fact that it is my information that Dilliiger hopes to release 
his friends in the Coiumbus, Ohio, Penitentiary, as well as the Frechette wernan, 
I believed that he would desire to take this matter up with the United States 
Marshal, in order to see that such steps as are necessary be taken to suf- 
ficiently augment the guard removing the Frechette woman to St. Paul* 

Mr. Laubenhelmer called me this morning and stated that Mr. Green 
had brought this matter to his attention and I reiterated my suggestion to 
the Marshal. He inquired as to whether I could send any Special Agents along 
for this purpose and I informed him that I could not do so, and that I would 
suggest that he take such steps as are necessary to procure sufficient deputies 
or guards for this purpose.

Receipt is hereby acknowledged of your letter of even date 
with reference to the removal of Evelyn Frechette, with aliases, to 
St. Paul, Minn. Please be advised that 1 have discussed this matter 
with K. C. W. Laubenheimer, United States Marshal for this district, 
and have advised him of the importance of having sufficient guards 
in removing this defendant to St. Paul, Minn. Ee stated that under 
the departmental regulations it was necessary for him to have a wanan 
guard accompany the defendant and that he would have t6 send such a 
woman guard, together with a male deputy, add that the only arrangement 
he could make of this character was to have a deputy who was married 
accompany this defendant, together with his wife. I advised him of 
the information you had given me regarding possible attempts on the 
part of John Herbert Dillinger to rescue this woman from the custody 
of the authorities and that it was your opinion and my opinion that he 
should have four additional m£n as guards. He then stated that if 
you wanted to send same of your man, as you did in the Sankey case, 
that that would be entirely satisfactory to him. Ee also stated that 
he was considering having this defendant removed fr an Chicago to 
St. Paul, Minn, via airplane, and that if so, it would not be necessary 
for him to send a wanan guard along as tbs trip would only consume 
two and one-half hours and that he thought you would be able to spare 
some men for at least a day. I told him that it was advisable for 
him to discuss this matter with you end he stated that he would do so #

Concerning the proposed coroner f s Inquest relative to the death 
of Sdvard^Green with aliases, you are advised that Hr. Banal has Informed 
me that a fev days ago, two local newspapers In fit. Paul telephoned him 
to Inquire concerning a proposed inquest. Jtr. Hannl replied that he had 
no Information concerning such a proposal; Be stated that the following 
day, or later In the afternoon, Assistant County Attorney Lynch called at 
hie offieaArith United Statee Attoyrfey Sullivan of fit. Paul; and Hr. Lynch 
advised that Mr./ Thompson of thd^St, Paul Dispatch had questioned him as 
to thbfa roroner’w ln queef~ conccrding the death of fercon and the part that 
ha waefto take In this Inquest. Hr. Lynch stated at the time that he 
understood that Thompson was the Instigator of the Inquiry. The County * 
Attorney said that ha Informed Thanpson that if he did anything about this 
matter, he would start with an investigation of the shooting at 93-95 
South Lexington Avenue for the purpose ef initiating proseeutlon against 
those who had attmopted to murder officers. 

Hr. Hannl advised also that sons reaerk was mads, either by 
Assistant County Attorney Lynch or by acme newspaper correspondent who 
called by telephone (he does not remember which) , Indicating that the 
Deputy Coroner, aa well as Beportar Thompson, had mads the Inquiry as to 
what right a federal sgsnt had to acme to 8t. Paul and shoot down a citizen 
without giving an explanation for it. : 


Hr. Hannl etatsd that same time later, the Deputy Coroner, HI chael 
Leonard, eallad at the St. Paul Division office and asked for Hr. Hathan 
or Hr. Clegg both ef thorn wore out at the time, and Hr. Hannl agreed 
to call Ur. Leonard upon the return of either. In keeping with this 
agreement, Hr. Hannl called the Deputy Coroner subsequently; and while 
Hr. Hannl was engaged in a conference with three Individuals in hla office. 
Deputy Coroner Leonard stuck his head in the door My, *hWh! him — 
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to wait for a moment. Mr. Banal completed his conference with thoaa who 
ware present with him and then went to look for Mr. Leonard and ha was 
gone. 

Upon first e ailing, Mr. Leonard indicated that he desired to 
obtain the names of those who would be proper witnesses at a coroner* a 
inquest and that this inquest was aarely for the purpose of keeping the 
records straight. 

Unltsd States Attorney Sullivan indicated that he called on Mr. 
Hanoi with Assistant County Attorney Lynch but he disclosed that he had no 
personal knowledge that Thompson was the instigator of this Inquest. 

On Saturday,, April 14, 1934, Deputy Coroner Leonard cane to the 
St. Paul office and asked for Hr. Me than. Mr. la than took him to Mr. 
Sullivan's office where at a Joint conference, it was agreed that If it 
were neoassary to hold an inquest, Mr. Meant would attend and would afford 
such information as might throw light upon the manner in which Idwnrd 
Green came to hie death. The Deputy Coroner seemed to he extremely nervous 
and apologetle. 

On Monday, April 16, 1934, Thompson of the St. Paul Dispatch 
called at the St. Paul office and asked Mr. Hathan for the names of the 
witnesses who ware to appear at the inquest. Mr. Mathan told Mr. Thompson 
that inasmuch as the inquest was his, Thompson* a personally initiated and 
personally conducted inquest, the Inquiry should be directed to Mr. 

Thompson, who, of course, would be fully Informed as to the facta. 

Thompson then stated that he was putting the "heat" to tha proper local 
officials only in order that tha eitlncna of St. Paul might be protected. 

Mr. Mathan said, "You mean the criminals of St. Pail.* Mr. Thompson said, 
"Bo. The cltlsens." This colloquy was not acrimonious and both parties 
thereto appeared to be in the beat of humor. It la rwoorded here only 
as indicating ~ adalaslon on the part of Mr. Thspson that he la responsible 
for the inqueat In question. , 

In n Inter conference on tha morning of Monday, April 16, 1934, 
with United States Attorney Sullivan, Mr. Sullivan stated that to the beet 
of his recollection, this la the first time an Inqueat has been conducted 
into tha shooting of m gangster by the law enforcement officials. 

Thera is attached hereto a copy of a proposed statement which 
Mr. Hannl is to in the event he ie subpoenaed to appear before the 
ooroner's Jury, together with copy of answers to questions which may be 
asked at that particular time. Arrangements are being made so that at the 
time of the Inquiry, Mr. Hannl, Mr. Mathan, and United States Attorney 
Sullivan are to be present. 







There is also saelossd hero with a copy of a memorandm submitted 
by Spsoial Agent B. C. Coulter relative to the Identl float ion of Xdward 
Green as one of the perpetrators of a bank robbery at Sioux Falls. South 
Dakota. 


Special Agent In Charge teraer Hanni has ecmnunleated with 
Charles Tierney , Chief of Detectives of the St. Paul Belles Department, 
who advised Ur. Bannl that he had never heard of an inquest relative to 
the killing of a gangster in St. Paul by police. Mr. Tierney has bean 
connected with the Police Department for fourteen years.

Miss Thomas was located at the Amy A Bavy Betel, 620 
Connecticut Ave., H. W., and in accordance with arrangements mads 
with her, she was interviewed at the Washington Field Office by 
Special Agent R. P. Bur fuss in the presence of Special Agent Louis 
Loebl. During this interview Miss Thomas gave a detailed statement 
of the conditions existing in the Ohio State Penitentiary and more 
particularly furnished data and information having to do with the 
activities of the Inmates which may have acme bearli£ on a further 
attempt by subject Dlllinger to make a delivery at that institution. 
Z am transmitting herewith nine copies of an unsigned statement 
which Incorporates all the data furnished by Mis a Thcmas. 


Miss Thcmas stated that she has no fear or apprehension 
of being molested or troubled in any way during her stay at Washing- 
ton and she was informed that should anything of an unusual nature 
occur during her stay hare, that she should insnediately telephone 
to the Washington Field Office during the day and to national 7117 
at night. She stated that she intended to leave Washington for Hew 
York City on Friday^ April 20, 1934. Agent Burruss informed Miss 
is that if she so desired, the Hew York Office would be informed 
of her arrival there and of the hotel where she intended to stop and 
that the Division would extend to her every pr* — - 

which may be needed, ^ 
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The copies of the statement by Mies Thomas are being 
eent direct to the Division in order that the Division nay for- 
ward them to the appropriate offices with such Instruct Ions ae . 
may be deemed advisable in this matter* Miss Thomas took occasion

Fla., it tree learned that Kiss E&Tedaoe came to that city around 
March 5, 1934, from TUe o on, Arizona, and ranted poet office box 
number 852. She wrote several letters to the postmaster from Tuacon 
for a box reservation. Since her arrival in Kissimmee, she has been 
staying with one W. W. Harris, self styled writer and inventor. 

Mr. Harris is about seventy years old, and has been In Kissimmee for 
almost a year. According to Mr. Phillips, Miss Bledsoe has aeted 
quearly , and has been in eamiunicetion %ith*' , fSV Division, the Pinker* 
ton Detective Agency end Attorney General Carey D. Landis of Tallahassee. 
In feet, flhe gave Mr. Landis as one of her references when die applied 
for the post office box. 


W. V. Harris, 109 Bass Street, informed that he met Mias 
Bledsoe >at Inglewood, Fla. , in October 1953; that at that time she, 
like himself, was a guest at the reaort hotel in that ci ty. He further^ 
stated that he is a; writer and inventor, and, beoause of M MBfoflledwo* * a" 
literary tastes, a friendship sprung up between them, and, Mis being a 
stenographer, helped him with same of his work. Mr. Barr is knew her 
in Inglewood for about three months. While there j|S$s ^ledsoe was 
visited by her mother Gputpon of Tallahassee, Florida, who 

is probably employed in one' of the state offices in that eity. Mias; 
Bledsoe left Inglewood and went out West. For a while ahe was in the 
Veterans * Hospital at Whipple, Arizona, having been in aome way connected 
with military forces during the late war. While confined in the hospital 
she eoscunleated with Mr. Harris, and after leaving the hospital, she 
went to either Prescott or Tuacon, Arizona, and from there she wrote to 
Mr. Harris asking him if he could employ her for stenographic work, if 
she came to Florida. Mr. Harris left Inglewood about a year ago and 
’* has since been living in Kissinmee. Mr. Harris advised Miss Bledsoe 
that he could use her for part time secretarial work, and, accordingly, 

| she left Arizona and proceeded to Kissinmee, Fla., arriving in the latter 
elty around March 5, 1034. 

i Mr. Harris further informed me that Mias Bledsoe is an excellent 

i stenographer, and has at no time given any indication of being mentally

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/On April 20, 1934 fecial Agent R. P. Burruss of the locate 
fice cfflrt ed and advised that Hiss Amandaj^Thomas, daughter of tirfa^Wtiurae 
of thi^Ohio State Penitaitiary, Columbus, Ohio, who has been attending 
the Daughters of American Revolution convention in Washington, D. C., 
had informed the Washington Field Office that she was leaving Washing- 
ton by train at 1:00 P.M. April 20, 1934 for New fork City, dhere she 
would stop at the Paramount Hotel, Forty-sixth Street and Broadway, 

Hew York City. 

lfiss Thomas furnished this information to the Washington 
Field Office, as previously requested, when she was interviewed by 
Agents at that office concerning the rumor that Dillinger and his 
gang were planning to kidnap end hold her for the release of their 
associates now in the penitentiary. 

While Hiss Thomas is not alarmed over this situation and 
does not desire an escort, I felt that it would be advisable to call 
the New York office in order that Miss Thomas could be contacted upon 
her arrival and advised that In the event anything occurred which 
aroused her suspicion, she could report it immediately to the Hew York 
office. I called Special Agent in Charge F. X. Fey and so instructed 
him, explaining to him that it would not be necessary to provide an 
escort for Hiss Thomas, merely that he should have her contacted and 
explain to her that the Hew York office would be available in the 
event she felt it necessary.
